He entered Caius College, Cambridge, 
and graduated B.A. and M.A., afterwards becoming 
rector of St. Edmund’s, Norwich, but was too pro- 
nouncedly evangelical and too outspoken for reformation 
doctrines, as against popish, to be long endured by the 
bishop of the diocese at the time. He passed over as 
a fugitive to America. Cotton Mather testifies that he 
‘* approved himself a pious and painful minister of the 
Gospel at CHARLESTOWN.” His works are exceedingly 
rare, and this won him most fame.
